( c ) the estimates for the budget year , in respect

(i ) The amount of the interest and profits of 

the General Endowment Fund , 
( ii ) The amount of the Government grant, 
(iii) subscriptions and donations estimated with 

reference to the average receipts from this 
source during the previous three years , ex 
cluding subscriptions given for investinents 

of exceptionally large amount; and 

( iv ) income from ſces. 
11 . All donations made to the University shall be 
reported to the Syndicate and if the amount exceeds 
Rs. 1, 000 , it shall also be reported to the Senate , 

The Syndicate or the Senate , as the case may be, shall 
decide whether the donation should be accepted and , if 
so , how it shall be utilised keeping in mind the wishes 
of the person who sends the donation . Any change in 
the purpose of the donation made by Syndicate / Senale 
shall be subject to the consent of the donor. 

12 . All bills shall be checked by the officials to whomi 
this duty is assigned and certificd as correct and signed 
by the Registrar or any other Officer or oficers authorised 
for the purpose . No payment shall be inade except as 
provided in Regulation 13 . 2 . 

When the sanction of the Syndicate or Şenate is re 
quired for the payment of any bill , the Registrar shall 
obtain such sanction before payment is made and shall 
endorse on the bill a reference to the sanction of Syndi 
cate or Senate , as the case may be. 

13 , 1 . All expenditure shall be incurred subject to the 
budget allotment for the year and to the rules regulating 
the powers to sanction expenditure, 

13 .2 . Payments shall be made by cheques signed by 
the Registrar . The Syndicate may, however , authorise

13 . 3 . Vouchers in support of all items of expenditure 
shall be retained for a period of eight years.
